Vets share stories with 
North Vietnam officer

Andover Police Lt. Kevin Lynch is a Viet- 
nam War veteran who had a chance last 
week to meet a former North Vietnamese 
officer and discuss experiences the two had 
during and after the fighting. 

Lt. Lynch was an original member of the 
Army’s 101st Airborne Division, which went 
to Da Nang in the summer of 1965. He served 
as a military policeman in Vietnam for a 
year. Le Tri Dung, the former North Viet- 
namese tank commander he met last week, 
is now one of his country’s leading artists 
who is exhibiting his work on the war at 
Phillips Academy’s Addison Gallery of 
American Art. 

“Many of his paintings are of what a sol- 
dier’s duties are and what everyday life is 
like for a soldier,” Lt. Lynch said of Mr. Le 
Tri Dung’s Black Paintings, which depict his 
memories of the past, his perception of the 
present and his future hopes for Vietnam.

Warrant article: 
They want outdoor 
cafes allowed

A town meeting vote in April could allow 
outdoor cafe-style seating at a few restau- 
rants and delis in Andover this spring, but 
several businesses would be excluded. 

The article is one of 52 that make up the 
warrant for this year’s Town Meeting, sched- 
uled for Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday, 
April 18, 14 and 15. 

The original zoning amendment proposal 
was to include indoor and outdoor seating 
for a wide variety of retail food operations, 
but the current proposal has been scaled 
back, according to town planner Laura Hill. 

“Tt would be seasonal seating, outside” 
only, Ms. Hill said this week. 

The proposal] was also originally supposed 
to allow seating on public sidewalks, to 
include businesses along Main Street, but 
that was also revised. The current proposal 
does not allow seating on public sidewalks or 
in parking lots. 

“We were advised to do that at this point 
because of liabilities,” Ms. Hill said. 

The outside chairs would be allowed in 
shopping center, general business, mixed-

Man indicted for 
alleged illegal 
contributions 


Attorney General Scott Harshbarg- 
er announced that a Winchester man 
has been indicted by a Suffolk County 
grand jury for allegedly violating state 
campaign finance laws by making 
$13,000 in illegal campaign contribu- 
tions. 

Robert Memmolo, 48, of 58 Edwards 


Drive, Winchester, and formerly of 
Andover, was indicted on 13 counts of 


making campaign contributions under 
a false name and one count of making 
these campaign contributions in 
excess of the legal limit of $1,000. 

On several occasions between June 
1990 and March 1991, Mr. Memmolo 
allegedly made contributions totaling 
$13,000 to “Citizens for Malone,” the 
campaign committee of State Treasur- 
er Joseph Malone, and concealed the 
contributions by making them in the 
names of friends and relatives. 

Attorney General Harshbarger stat- 
ed that the Malone campaign commit- 
tee assisted his office during the 
course of the investigation. 

“Public confidence in the integrity 
of our political system is undermined 
when campaign finance laws are 
ignored,” said Attorney General 
Harshbarger. “Political campaign con- 
tributors and committees alike must 
know that evidence of violations will 
be pursued and prosecutions com- 
menced in appropriate cases.” 

If convicted, Mr. Memmolo faces a 
maximum sentence of one year in the 
House of Correction and a $1,000 fine 
on each count of making a contribu- 
tion under a false name, and six 
months in the House of Correction and 
a $500 fine for making contributions in 
excess of $1,000.

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Burn victim to get new skin VNA sets benefit golf tourney

John Benson, the 19-year-old Andover 
man burned in a car accident on Interstate 93 
three weeks ago, is scheduled next week to 
receive a new layer of skin, grown from his 
own skin cells in a Cambridge laboratory. 

Mr. Benson, of 55 Lowell St., remained in 
stable condition at the University of Mas 
sachusetts Medical Center in Worcester this 
week with burns over 88 percent of his body. 

The 1991 graduate of Andover High School 
was burned when his car went off I-93 north- 
bound just before the Lowell Street exit at 
about 4 a.m. on Wednesday, Jan. 15. The car 
went into the woods, flipped over and caught 
fire. Mr. Benson got out of the car on his own 
and was picked up by a passing motorist. 

Mr. Benson is scheduled to have the new 
layer of his own skin grafted on half of his 
body Tuesday, Feb. 11. If that operation goes 
well, the other half his body will be grafted 10 
days later. 

The skin is being grown from a piece of 
his own, unburned skin, in a process that 
takes 30 days, according to Susan Benson, his 
mother. 

“Tt’s so thin, that you have to be very care- 
ful with it for a while,” Ms. Benson said. 

Doctors don’t expect improvement in his 
condition until his own skin has been graft- 
ed. The biggest threat is from infection in the 
burned skin spreading to his blood or other 
organs, according to his mother, 

Her son had a slight fever Sunday night, 
but was in good spirits, Ms. Benson said 
Monday. 

“He's off the respirator. He’s talking; he’s 
eating,” Ms. Benson said. “He watches sports 
like crazy. His spirits are great.” 
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Her son enjoys hearing her read the mail 
to him, Ms. Benson said. 

“Tf anybody would like to send funny 
cards, get-well-quick cards, they can send 
them to my home,” said Ms. Benson, who 
also lives at 55 Lowell St. “Anything to keep 
his spirits up. They’re in a good place now; 
let's keep them there.” 

He also likes hearing the names from the 
cards of all the people who have donated 
blood in his name, both at the UMass Medi- 
cal Center and at the Red Cross blood donor 
center in Methuen, his mother said. 

“He’s very impressed with all the support 
he’s been getting,” Ms. Benson said. 

Her son continues to need a lot of blood, 
even though about 100 people have already 
donated blood in his name, Ms. Benson said. 

Sharon Benson, Mr. Benson’s aunt and 
owner of Benson Ice Cream in Boxford, orga- 
nizes a car pool to UMass every Wednesday 
night for those willing to give blood for her 
nephew. The UMass donor center is open 
until 8:30 p.m. on Wednesdays. 

The Red Cross donor center at 100 Milk St. 
in Methuen is open Tuesday, Wednesday and 
Thursday from 1 to 8 p.m., and Saturday 
from 8 a.m. to 3 p.m. 

Donors must be 18 years old, or 17 with a 
parent or guardian’s permission, weigh at 
least 110 pounds, and be in good health. 
Donating blood takes about an hour.

places, an eight-gabled roof and a 
four-car garage. It sits on more than 
an acre of land and should be com- 
pleted by June 1 

Since she first began her secret 
wish four years ago, Ms. Doherty 
married her business partner, Vin- 
cent Doherty, owner of Doherty & 
Sons Construction. 

She had been in real estate since 
1972, and this is her seventh year as a 
licensed contractor, 

“T didn’t go to school for it. I just 
went for a test for it,” Ms. Doherty 
said about her license. 

As a realtor she dealt not only 
with the buyers, but also with 
builders. As a builder, she uses that 
experience dealing with the buyers. 

“What's helped me is that I know 
what people want,” Ms. Doherty said. 

“Right now I spend most of my time 
working with people. In these custom 
homes, you have to spend an incredi- 
ble amount of time with the people.” 

She says she is on the phone day 
and night, while her husband checks 
prices and deals with subcontractors. 

Before this project, the Dohertys 
bought and completed Keystone 
Way, a 19-lot subdivision off Osgood 
Street. Together they have built 52 
homes in seven years, with prices in 
Andover ranging from $370,000 to the 
$1 million price tag of number 52. 

The Dohertys average $3.5 to $5 
million a year in gross sales, but Ms. 
Doherty considers the business “low- 
key.” 


She and her husband work out of 


their own “modest” home at 4 Apple 
Blossom Road, according to Ms. 
Doherty, and do much of the work 
themselves. For instance, Ms. Doher- 
ty works on the design changes with 
the buyers, not an architect. 

Her three stepsons, Stephen, 
Christopher and Mark Doherty, from 
her husband’s previous marriage, 
work for them. Ms. Doherty has two 
sons from a previous marriage: 
Craig, who attends Northeastern 
University, and Kurt, who is self- 
employed, whom she also hopes to 
bring into the business. 

The three Doherty boys were lay- 
ing cement block while their step- 
mother posed for a picture in front of 
the construction job last week. One 
stopped what he was doing, stood up 
and smiled, and said he thought the 
photographer should take a picture 
of “the brains of the operation,” 
meaning himself. 

Ms. Doherty laughed and said she 
gets along with her stepsons, as well 
as the various subcontractors, but 
doesn’t try to boss them around. 

“T leave that to their father,” she 
said. 

Ms. Doherty said she doesn’t have 
a problem being a woman in a pre- 
dominantly male field, and added 
that she gets along very well with

She told a story of a framing crew 
working a job across the street from 
one of her own jobs. The men wanted 
to know who the contractor was, but 
never came over to talk with her, 

“Most men are surprised with 
dealing with a woman, but once they 
did, there’s no problem at all,” she 
said. 

And there is at least one advan- 
tage to being a woman, according to 
Ms. Doherty. “I probably have more 
patience,” she said. 

She has not had the opportunity to 
work with any woman subcontrac- 
tors.

double shower. Ms. Doherty also 
likes to add gas fireplaces and fancy 
staircases. 

Three of the four homes on Rug- 
giero Way are already sold, includ- 
ing the one on which she is working. 

“This house is being custom built, 
sold,” she said. “This happens to be 
the most expensive, espec ially 
because of all the brick that has to 20 
on this house.” 

The buyers, a couple with three 
children, moved from California and 
are renting in Andover while their 
home is being built.

Our phone doesn’t 
stop ringing. 

“The best part is that you are your 
own boss,” she said “And it’s pretty 
satisfying seeing a building material- 
ize.” 

She also likes to see the happy cus- 
tomers. 

Ms. Doherty’s experience with 
buyers, and her gender, add a special 
touch to her homes, she said. 

“It’s always very livable,” she 
said. “A lot of men have a hard time 
realizing what someone’s need is and 
putting that down on paper.” 

Four years ago, she and her hus- 
band were building moderately 
priced homes, but had the ambition 
to do custom designs. Now they are 
doing it. 

They buy architectural designs, 
then customize them with either the 
buyers’ ideas or their own. 

The model home next to the one 
on which she is currently at work 
has a front room to which the Doher- 
tys added an outside separate 
entrance, bookshelves and a fire- 
place, so it could serve as an office.

The man is an executive at a high- 
tech firm in Burlington. 

The house, like many of Ms. 
Doherty’s homes, was sold through 
Dodie Gemmell of Valentine Realtors, 

Ms. Doherty and her husband 
vacation in Florida every winter and 
hope to gradually spend more time 
there and turn the business over to 
their sons. 

“We're leaning toward semi retire- 
ment and the boys taking over,” she 
said. 

They will continue to build cus- 
tom homes, but the market is 
changed and they will adapt to it. 

“We will continue to build luxury 
homes, one at a time, but the boys 
will probably get into starter 
homes,” she said. 

“With the president’s $5,000 tax 
break for first-time home-buyers, we 
hope that that’s going to stimulate 
the housing market,” she said. 

A problem in Andover has been 
that the land is so expensive, 
builders have to build an expensive 
home to get their money back. Yet 
people don’t look for million-dollar 
homes in Andover every day as they 
might in Concord, according to Ms. 
Doherty. 

The Dohertys have a few small 
lots to build on and are negotiating 
on a few others. They are looking to 
build for the $200,000 price-range 
buyer. 

“Because if they buy, it just stimu- 
lates the growth all the way up,” Ms. 
Doherty said. 

She and her husband are also 
looking at buying a 90-lot subdivision 
in Tewksbury to build homes in the 
$150,000 range because, she said, 
there is another reason to build 
homes for first-time buyers.

Russian 
headmaster 
visits Phillips

In the four years since the first Phillips 
Academy-Siberian exchange in 1987, 
Alexander Nikitin, headmaster of a presti- 
gious math and science secondary school 
in Novosibirsk, Russia, has implemented 
many of the things he learned from his col- 
leagues in the United States. 

Mr. Nikitin has also been a leader in 
changing his country’s schools. Many of 
the reforms he began at Novosibirsk have 
been adopted by other Russian administra- 
tors 

“More than 50 percent of the classes our 
students take are classes of their choice,” 
he said during a recent visit to PA. “Before, 
they had to take a certain schedule,” 

Mr. Nikitin said his daughter Olga, 18, 
who spent a year attending Andover High 
School, liked the way subjects were taught. 

Almost all of Mr. Nikitin’s secondary 
school students used to go on to major in 
math or physics at Novosibirsk University. 
Now, said Mr. Nikitin, with all the changes 
in his country, about half choose to concen- 
trate in economics. 

Students from all over the former Soviet 
Union attend Novosibirsk. Even though 
there is ethnic unrest in much of the for- 
mer union, Mr. Nikitin said his students, 
who represent Asian, Far Bast, Moslem, 
Jewish and Ural Mountain cultures, as 
well as the Russian republics, do not take 
their regional gripes to school. 

He said there is no law against reading 
about politics and learning more about 
what is going on, but public demonstra- 
tions are forbidden by law. 

“We were amazed at how little political 
activity there was,” said Victor Svec, head 
of PA’s Russian department, who visited 
Novosibirsk: in the fall. “There was aware: 
ness, but the (Russian) students didn’t feel

Rep. Coon finds little support 
for Bush in New Hampshire

Rep. Gary Coon, R-Andover, 
couldn't find a friendly face last 
Saturday while stumping for 
President Bush in Derry, N.H. 
Rep. Coon, New Hampshire’s 
Gov. Judd Gregg, former Gov. 
John Sununu, Massachusetts 
Gov. William Weld, Vice Presi- 
dent Dan Quayle, and several 
other prominent Republicans 
held a support rally before going 
out individually to knock on 
doors to seek support for Mr. 
Bush’s re-election. But once out 
on the street, Mr. Coon said he 
couldn't find anyone who 
planned to vote for the president. 
The first house he went to was 
owned by a couple who both 
worked for Raytheon Co., who 
were against Mr. Bush because 
of his proposed defense cuts. 
They were tired of the United 
States spending money abroad 
and neglecting problems at 
home, according to Rep. Coon. 


At the second house, the rep- 
resentative said he talked to a 
young man who said he didn’t 
like Mr. Bush because the presi- 
dent lied about no new taxes. 

At the third stop, an old-time 
New Englander told Rep. Coon 
he picked the wrong guy to sup- 
port. Mr. Coon didn’t fare any 
better as the day went on. 

“Nobody came right out and 
said, ‘I'm going to vote for 
Bush,” Rep. Coon said Monday. 

When Ron Kaufman, deputy 
assistant to the president for 
political affairs, called to ask 
how the stumping went, Rep. 
Coon said he told Mr. Kaufman 
that Mr. Bush had better figure a 
way to get back in touch with the 
middle-class, blue-collar vote or 
he could be in trouble. 

The only positive thing for 
President Bush, Mr. Coon said, 
was that none of those he talked 
to could name anyone else they 
would vote for.

“I learned (during the war) to respect my 
enemy. Many Americans looked at the physi- 
cal size of the Vietnamese soldier and 
thought they couldn't beat us. 

“They had a reason to fight harder than 
the Americans: They were fighting for their 
own country,” he said. 

Meeting Mr. Le Tri Dung, he said, is a part 
of the healing process he believes both sides 
have to accomplish. 

“One on one, I don’t think we could hurt 
each other, but when you're part of an oppos- 
ing force it’s a different story,” Lt. Lynch 
said. “We all fight for different reasons, and I 
know he had his orders from higher up just 
like I did. He's an old soldier going on with 
his life.” 

A second part of the showing at the Addi- 
son-is A Matter of Conscience, a documentary 
project of photographs by Vietnam vet 
William Short accompanied by oral histories 
of other veterans who took an active stand 
against the war while in the service. 

Lt. Lynch said he did not view the exhibit, 
because he has “a personal problem with the 
artist.” 

“| have no respect for a soldier of his kind. 
What he wants to do or say after his military 
service is over is his business, but in my 
opinion that undermines the soldiers who 
are there fighting,” he said. “A soldier can’t 
decide what's right and wrong. I don’t 
believe in robots, but you have to do your 
duty as a soldier first. I don’t think he is the 
hero everyone makes him out to be.”

Vietnam veteran finds common ground 


By Lisa Boudreau 

When Andover Police Sgt. 
William MacKenzie Jr., a veteran of 
the Vietnam War, heard the Addison 
Gallery of American Art was exhibit- 
ing the paintings of a former North 
Vietnamese tank commander, he 
made an appointment to see the 
work and meet the artist, Le Tri 
Dung. 

“There is one whole wall of art 
work devoted to the effects-of Dioxin, 
what you and I call Agent Orange,” 
Sgt. MacKenzie said. 

This series of paintings particu- 
larly moved him, he said, because 13 
years ago his son was born with a 
heart defect he attributes to his expo- 
sure to the chemical defoliant used 


in Vietnam while he was an Army 
paratrooper from 1968 to ’69, 

His son is now “perfectly fine” 
and enjoys a healthy, active life, but 
Sgt. MacKenzie is still part of a class- 
action suit against the U.S. govern- 
ment, along with thousands of other 
Vietnam veterans seeking restitu- 
tion for long-term heath effects of 
Agent Orange exposure. 

During his one-year tour in Viet- 
nam, Sgt. MacKenzie was wounded 
by mortar shrapnel in his leg, chest 
and head. 

“Many of his other paintings were 
about the life of a soldier. There’s 
one with soldiers by their tank sit- 
ting and eating, and others with 
them filling sand bags,” he said. 


The paintings of North Viet- 
namese soldiers’ lives depicted many 
of the same monotonous tasks he 
and his own fellow soldiers did, Sgt. 
MacKenzie said. 

“It showed me the similarities 
rather than the differences,” he said. 

Also on exhibit at the Addison is a 
series of photographs by William 
Short, a former U.S. Army platoon 
sergeant and conscientious objector, 
called Vietnam Revisited. 

“The lives of the Vietnamese peo- 
ple in most of those photographs 
look the same as the day I left — the 
dilapidated houses, the beggars on 
the street,” Sgt. MacKenzie said. “It 
made me feel sad that nothing had 
changed.”

Gary Coon brings Statehouse news

The 1991 legislative year marked a 
new beginning for the common- 
wealth in many ways. 

Back in June we passed a lean, 
trimmed and balanced budget, which 
put us on the road to fiscal recovery, 
and over the past few months we've 
passed a number of 
bills that will 
change state gov- 
ernment for the 
better. 

One of the areas 
in which such 
progress was made 
is public safety, 
and I thought I’d 
update you on our 
achievements. 

After 30 years of 
talk, a bold reform measure to con- 
solidate police forces was finally 
signed into law in December. The 
state, registry, capitol and 
metropolitan police will now fall 
into a single department. It is the 
kind of restructuring I believe is des- 
perately needed. Consolidating those 
four bureaueracies will yield signifi-

In another improvement, the 
Department of Correction has been 


moved from the Executive Office of 


Human Services to Public Safety. 
While this might seem merely an 
administrative shift, it represents a 
deeper change in philosophy: It 
shows that our priority in dealing 
with criminals is protecting the pub- 
lic safety. 

Many changes in the way our jus- 
tice system handles juvenile offend- 
érs have been enacted into law. 
Judges will be able to sentence non- 
violent youthful offenders to mili- 
tary-style boot camps. A little disci- 
pline will go a long way toward 
reforming wayward juveniles.

Another change in the law will 
enable the state to try juveniles 
charged with more serious crimes as 
adults. Also, under the new law, 
juveniles convicted of first- or sec- 
ond-degree murder must serve addi- 
tional mandatory sentences after 
their 21st birthdays. This law closes 
an old loophole for violent offenders. 

These new, tougher crime laws 
are especially pleasing to me. They 
are more than quick-fix solutions; 
they represent a change in govern- 
ment’s philosophy. They show the 
beginnings of a more efficient gov- 
ernment in which the rights of ordi- 
nary, law-abiding citizens come first.

The recent article outlining the population 
of the Andover school system was a great ser- 
vice. I suspect that most emotion-driven 
groups missed the facts and the obvious need 
for correction. 

A cursory examination of the data and a 
little math would support the thesis that 
Doherty Middle School is substantially 
underutilized. The mathematics is a simple 


division of building square feet by number of 


students. Put in that perspective, Doherty 
has just under twice the square footage of the 
next largest (West Middle) and three times 
the least (South School). The system average 
is currently 132 square feet per student. Is 
that crowding? 

West Elementary housed 1,100-plus stu- 
dents when our PTO was involved in redis- 
tricting. West’s space is comfortable by any 
standard at 102 square feet per student.

The Earthfood Store would not be allowed 
to set tables and chairs out front on the pub- 
lic walk. Ford’s Coffee Shop and Raspberries 
Eatery, both on Main Street, are two busi- 
nesses that will not benefit from the bylaw 
because they have no private walk. 

Mr. McKertich said it’s too bad the restric. 
tions won't let businesses on Main Street 
have chairs and tables outside.

“It’s a shame. Newburyport does it and a 
lot of towns do it. It adds flavor,” Mr. McKer- 
tich said. “It gives it a more casual, more 
relaxed atmosphere, more comfortable.” 

The liability issue, in case of an accident 
on the sidewalk, scared the town off, accord- 
ing to Ms. Hill. The only way officials might 
have considered allowing the seating on pub- 
lic walks would have been to require a large 
bond be posted by the businesses, according 
to Ms. Hill. Police were also not too keen on 
the idea, she said. 

* The town did not’ want tables in parking 
lots, private or not, because of safety issues. 

What is being proposed is something plan- 
ners think can be passed at Town Meeting 
without extensive additional research.

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“We'd be taking a giant step back- 
ward,” Mr. Stapezynski said. 

“IT know that for the long-range bene- 
fit of the town, recycling has to contin- 
ue,” said Bob McQuade, director of the 
town’s Department of Public Works. 

The threat to the program is a 
$221,000 increase in the town’s solid 
waste budget for fiscal 1993, from $1.293 
million to $1.514 million. 

One way to reduce the impact of the 
increase would be to reduce or get rid 
of the $156,000 recycling program. 

The increase centers around tipping 
fees at the trash-to-energy incinerator 
in North Andover. 

When the plant was built several 
years ago, 22 cities and towns, includ- 
ing Andover, formed the North East 
Solid Waste Committee, and entered 
into a contract with Wheelabrator 


Environmental Systems, operators of 
the plant, to bring a certain amount of 


trash to the facility. 

In return, members received a dis- 
count rate and a reserved space for 
their trash, 

Andover contracted to deliver 13 
tons a year to the plant. Although the 
town never used the entire 13 tons, the 
difference was always made up by oth- 
er NESWC members, or it was sold to 
private vendors looking to dump their 
trash. Landfills were closing and tip- 
ping fees elsewhere were soaring. But 
that has changed.

“Both the recession and recycling 
has had an effect in reducing the ton- 
nage of solid waste sent to the NESWC 
facility,” Mr. Stapezynski said in his 
budget report released last month. 
13,000 tons whether or not the town 
actually dumps the material there.” 

In fact, few NESWC members are 
able to fulfill their obligations to the 
plant, but the operator is holding mem- 
bers to their contracts. 

Andover sent about 12 tons of trash 
to the plant last year, expects about the 
same this year and little if any increase 
next year. But the town must now bud 
get for the entire 13,000 tons, and pay 
for about 1,000 tons of trash it doesn’t 
even dump. 


The $221,000 increase in the solid 
waste budget is from the fiscal 1992 
budgeted amount to the 1993 budget 
estimate. 

The solid-waste budget was $1.293 
million this year, fiscal 1992. The 
town manager’s recommended solid 
‘waste budget for fiscal ’93 is $1,514 
million. 

This year’s solid-waste budget 
anticipated the plant operator would 
not hold NESWC members to their 
contract limits.

[his ‘put-or-pay’ contract needs to 
be addressed regionally by the member 
towns. In addition, we need to negoti 
ate with (the plant operator) to reduce 
the tonnage requirements and/or find 
new sources of solid waste during the 
recession,” Mr. Stapezynski said. 

The trouble with finding other 
sources is that now the rates that 
seemed such a bargain to private 
haulers before are being cut in half by 
other plants looking for trash. Some 
plants are charging only $35 a ton. 

Andover may find itself selling its 
extra space for even less just to recoup 
some of the losses, according to Tony 
Torrisi, budget and finance director. 

The threat to the recycling program 
is twofold. 


But so far, that was a bad guess. 
Wheelabrator, the plant operator, has 
not reduced the tonnage. 

The town manager’s budget now 
assumes the actual cost of solid waste 
this year, fiscal '92, will be $1.446 mil- 
lion, $153,000 more than budgeted. 

In addition, Wheelabrator will 
increase the tipping fee for NESWC 
members from $67 to $70 a ton next 
year, and a fee hike is also built info 
the five-year collection contract with 
Vining Disposal Service.

In looking to reduce costs, the town 
could, for instance, take 1,000 tons of 
newspapers from the recycling pro- 
gram and throw it into the solid waste 
stream to make up the tonnage deficit, 
thereby saving the cost of recycling. 
The reasoning would be that, although 
it is normally cheaper to recycle than 
tip at the incinerator, the tipping is 
paid for anyway, so why spend any- 
thing extra? 

This argument has already surfaced 
in the Finance Committee, according 
to Fred Fitzgerald, FinCom member, 

“We're now aware of it. We haven't 
talked about it ,” Mr. Fitzgerald said, 

The issue will no doubt get more 
discussion when the public works bud- 
get is discussed at the board’s meeting 
on Wednesday, Feb. 19, and at a public 
forum on the budget scheduled for 
Thursday, March 5, 

The other scenario is that residents 
will rationalize that, since they have to 
pay twice if they recycle, the less they 
recycle, the less they pay. 

Bither case upsets Virginia Cole, 
longtime supporter of recycling. “You 
might cut recycling. That really both- 
ers me terribly,” she said. 

But Mr. Stapezynski, although he 
did not vow to support recycling at all 
costs, knows the recycling issue is a 
very political one, especially here. 

“We are one of the best recyclers in 
the state,” he said, adding, “At this 
moment, I wouldn't seriously” consid 
er cutting it.

Continuing tax changes make it 
possible for many taxpayers to file 
simpler returns, Although you may 
receive in the mail this year the 
same type of form you used to file 
last year, you should review your 
tax situation to see if filing a differ- 
ent form is necessary or more bene 
ficial. 

Generally, use the green “EZ” 
form (1040EZ) if your filing status is 
single; you are under 65; you are not 
blind; you claim no dependents; 
your taxable income is less than 
$50,000 and is only from wages, 
salaries, tips, taxable scholarship 
and fellowship grants, and certain 
interest of $400 or less; and you do 
not itemize deductions, claim any 
adjustments or credits, or owe any 
taxes other than the amount from 
the tax table, 


If you do not qualify to use Form 
1040EZ, use the pink “short form”

As a general rule, federal income 
tax debts that are not paid within a 
bankruptey proceeding are not dis 
charged at the termination of a 
bankruptcy case. 

Included in such non-dischargeable 
debts are certain pre-petition taxes 
and taxes for which no return, a late 
return (filed after a date two years 
before the filing of the bankruptcy 
petition), or a fraudulent return was 
filed. However, claims for other taxes 
predating the bankruptcy petition by 
more than three years may be dis 
charged. 

There is an exception for a wage 
earner’s plan. If a debtor completes all 
payments under a Chapter 13 wage 
earner’s plan, the court may grant a 


discharge of all debts including those 
for pre-petition taxes. If the debtor 


fails to complete all payments under 


the plan however, these taxes are not 
discharged although the court may 
grant a discharge of other debts in 
limited circumstances. 

The statutory period for collection 
of taxes (normally six years from the 
date of assessment), is extended dur- 
ing the time the bankruptcy court has 
jurisdiction over a case, plus six 
months thereafter,

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Section 179 deductions: 


Opening a new business can be an 
expensive undertaking. During the 
first year, owners may find their “out 
#0” a lot greater than their income. But 
the Internal Revenue Code may offer 
some help to the new business owner, 
and others, who buy, and place in ser- 
vice, qualifying business property 

Generally, when you buy business 
property that has a useful life of more 
than one year you must depreciate it: 
that is, you spread your cost over the 
life of the property. This means it could 


take you three, five, seven, or more 
years to deduct your cost on your tax 
return. 

Section 179 of the Code allows you to 
treat some or all of certain costs as a 
current year expense. This may be par 
ticularly important to a new business 
owner, because it may allow you to 
deduct the cost of some business prop 
erty the same year you purchase and 
begin to use it, subject to certain limi- 
tations. You will often hear this called 
a “section 179 deduction.” 


A tax saving option 


Section 179 property must have a 
useful life of at least three years and 
generally includes tangible personal 
property like machinery, office equip- 
ment, and cars and trucks. Buildings 
and their structural components, and 
heating or air-conditioning units do 
not qualify for the section 179 deduc 
tion. 


To claim a deduction under section 
179, you must make your choice the 
year you place the qualifying property 


When your business gets personal 


Keeping separate records of person 
al and business expenses is a basic 
principle for tax purposes. Businesses 
should deduct all qualifying ordinary 
and necessary business expenses, but 
not personal expenses or expenses 
inappropriate to the line of business. 
Separate business and personal 
accounts 

While some new business owners 
may use a single checking account for 
business and personal expenses, it’s 
best to set up separate accounts. Sepa 
rate accounts avoid the mixing or “co 
mingling” of funds and allow for the 
Separation of business and personal 
expenses. Inadequate recordkeeping 
now could cost you more in taxes later 
if you are unable to justify items on 
your return if it is examined.

The credit may be claimed on either

your dependent care provider. If you 
cannot get this information, keep a 
record of the efforts you made to get it, 
Generally, married taxpayers must file 
a joint return to get the credit.

However, you may be able 
to deduct certain legal fees paid for tax 
advice in connection with divorce, and 
certain legal fees to get alimony that 
you must include in gross income. You 
may also be able to deduct fees you pay 


to other professionals, such as apprais 
ers and accountants, for services in 
determining the correct amount of 
your tax or in helping to obtain alimo 
1y. If you itemize deductions, you may 
claim the deductible charges, subject 
to the two percent of adjusted gross 
income limit. 

* Change your tax withholding 
with your employer. You will usually 
have to file a new Form W-4, “Employ- 
ee’s Withholding Allowance Certifi 
cate,” with your employer when you 
become divoreed or separated. 
Changes in income, deductions, 
exemptions, or filing status during 
1992 may require you to change the 
amount of tax withheld or begin to 
make estimated tax payments. For 
instance, if you are single, divorced, or 
legally separated, you must show the 
correct status on your Form W-4. If you 
receive alimony or other payments 
that are not subject to withholding, 
you may have to ask for additional 
withholding from your wages or make 
estimated tax payments.

Your debt that is cancelled or for- 
given, other than as a gift or bequest 
to you, generally must be included in 
your gross income for tax purposes. A 
debt includes any indebtedness for 
which you are liable or which attach: 
es to property you hold. 

For instance, if you had a mortgage 
loan at a relatively low interest rate 
and your mortgage lender cancels a 
part of your remaining principle in 
return for your paying off your loan 
early, you must include the amount 
cancelled in your gross income. 
Check free IRS Publication 908, 
Bankruptcy and Other Debt Cancella- 
tion, for details.

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Depreciating

Even if you are an employee, you 
Inay still be able to “write off" or 
depreciate part of the cost of a home 
computer or cellular telephone you 
use for your work. The rules for 
deducting home computers and cellu- 
lar phones are stricter than for most 
other types of property, 

To claim deductions for either 
home computers or cellular phones 
you must meet certain tests. The use 
must: 

- be for the convenience of your 
employer, and 

* be required as a condition of 
your employment. 

“Required as a condition of 
employment” means you cannot 
properly perform your duties with- 
out it. You cannot deduct any of the 
cost of these items as a business 
expense if you do not meet the above 
tests. 

If you meet both of the tests and 
also use your home computer or cel- 
lular telephone more than 50 percent 
of the time during the tax year for 
business purposes, you may qualify 
to claim an accelerated depreciation 
deduction or a section 179 deduction. 
Otherwise, usually you may only use 
straight line depreciation, 

Using a home computer to manage 
personal investinents does not count 
as business-use time. But, if you 
already qualify for accelerated depre- 
ciation by meeting the more than 50 
percent business-use test, you may 
combine your investment use with 
your business use and claim an 
accelerated depreciation deduction, 
or a section 179 deduction, . 

If you do not meet the more than 
50 percent business-use test, you may 
generally claim only straight line 
depreciation for the combined busi- 
ness/investment use. 

To compute the deduction for 
depreciation or section 179. you must 
complete Form 4562, “Depreciation 
and Amortization,” for the year you 
place the item in service, Enter the 
appropriate amount on Schedule A 
(Form 1040) as part of your miscella- 
neous itemized deductions subject to 
the 2 percent Iimit.

The interest on Series EE savings 
bonds may be excluded from federal 
income tax when the bond proceeds 
are used to pay certain costs of higher 
education.

Owning a home can mean tax savings 


Home improvement: Keep receipts 
for all home improvements. An 
improvement materially adds to the 
value of your home, extends its useful 
life or adapts it to new usage and the 
costs will be added to your basis. 

Repairs for upkeep or routine main 
tenance, such as painting or gutter 
repair, are not improvements. Howev 
er, if you pay these costs as part of a 
remodeling or restoration project, the 
entire cost may be considered “home 
improvement” and may be added to 
the basis. 

Mortgage interest: You generally 
may deduct qualifying mortgage inter 
est as an itemized deduction on Sched- 
ule A (Form 1040). See Publication 936, 
Home Mortgage Interest Deduction, 
for any restrictions that may apply to 
you, 

Taxes: The qualifying assessed 
property tax you pay is also an item- 


~ ized deduction. Be sure you deduct the 


amount actually paid for property tax, 
not the amount placed in escrow by 
your lender to cover property tax. 
Casualty and theft losses: A limit- 
ed amount of personal property loss 


due to a casualty or theft may be 
deductible. Insurance reimbursements 
will reduce the amount of the 
deductible loss. Publication 530, Tax 
Information for Homeowners, discuss- 
es deductible loss and how to calculate 
it. 

Selling your home 

The sale of your home must be 
reported on Form 2119, “Sale of Your 
Home,” but whether you will owe tax 
on any gain will depend on whether 
you buy a new home, its cost, and your 
age. 

Postponement of tax: Generally, 
you postpone paying tax on the gain 
from the sale of your main home if you 
buy and reside in a new home within 
two years before or two years after the 
sale and if the purchase price is at 
least as much as the adjusted sales 
price of the old home. If you do not buy 
a new home, but are age 55 or older on 
the date of sale, you may be able to 
exclude all or a portion of your gain. 

Selling expenses: Selling expenses 
may include commissions, advertis- 
ing, loan charges (seller’s points) and 
legal fees. Subtract these expenses 
from the selling price of your old home 
to help determine the amount you 


must spend on your next house to post- 
pone the tax on any gain. 

Fixing-up expenses: Decorating 
and repairs done in order to sell your 
home may affect the amount of gain on 
which the tax is postponed, but the 
costs can’t be deducted from actual 
profit. 

Publication 523, Tax Information on 
Selling Your Home, covers all the limi- 
tations to fixing-up expenses and many 
other tax issues related to selling your 
home.

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New child ... new tax credit 


Was your baby born in 1991? If so, 
you may be able to claim a new child 
credit worth up to $357 when you file 
your federal income tax return due by 
April 15, 1992. Even if you don’t owe 
any tax and do not have to file, you 
may file and get money back if you 
qualify. 

You must qualify for the basic 
earned income credit (AIC) to claim 
the extra credit for a child born in 
1991. The BIC is for working parents 
whose income was less than $21,250 
and had a child living in their home 
for more than six months during 1991. 
A child born at anytime during 1991 
would qualify the parent for the EIC. 
If you can claim both credits, for one 
child the extra credit for a child born 
in 1991 added to the basic earned 
income credit may be as much as 


$1,549. 

There is also a credit called the 
child and dependent care credit for 
those who pay for child care while 
they work. You can choose either the 
extra credit for a child born in 1991 or 
the child and dependent care credit. 
You need to figure out how much you 
will get under each credit. Then, 
choose the credit that is best for you. 
You cannot take both credits for the 
same child. Yet, you may still take the 
child and dependent care credit for 
any other qualifying children you 
have. 

Two free publications can help you 
learn more about these credits. Get 
Publication 503, Child and Dependent 
Care Expenses, and Publication 596, 
Earned Income Credit.

Many people have a mental block 
when it comes to investments. To the 
neophyte, the investment world often 


seems ominous and threatening, full of 


pitfalls for the uninitiated. This need 
not be the case, for the basics can be 
devised by even the beginning 
investor. 

Investment means managing your 
resources so that you can preserve 
your money’s buying power, generate 
more money and obtain income. Once 
you decide to put your money to work 
by investing it, you will need a proce 
dure for making sense of the multitude 
of financial options available to you. 

You can begin by clarifying what 
your investment goals are. Ask your 
self the following: Where am I now 
financially?

“advance earned income credit,” could 
put extra take-home pay in eligible 
employees’ pockets. 

Eligibility — Qualifying employees 
can elect to receive the earned income 
credit (HIC) by claiming the credit on 
their tax returns, or they can choose to 
receive advance payments from their 
employers during the year. The eligi- 
bility requirements are included in the 
instructions for Form W-5; in Publica- 
tion 596, Harned Income Credit; and in 
Publication 15 (Circular E), Employer’s 
Tax Guide. Publication 15 also contains 
the tables needed to figure the amount 
of advance earned income credit. 
Those employees who elect to receive 
advance payments must fill out Form 
W-5, “Harned Income Credit Advance 
Payment Certificate,” for their employ- 


Vor federal tax purposes, most busi-

The 
advance EIC payments are limited to 
the credit allowed for one qualifying 
child. Employees who receive advance 
EIC payments must file a tax return for 
the year. They may also be able to 
claim additional EIC on their tax 
returns if they have more than one 
child and meet the qualifications for 
the supplemental credits. 


Reporting Advance EIC — The 
advance EIC does not change the 
amount of income, social security or 
Medicare taxes that employers with- 
hold from employees’ wages. The 
advance EIC is not compensation for 
services rendered and is not subject to 
payroll taxes. However, employers do 
take the amount of advance EIC pay- 
ments into account when they com- 


plete their employment tax returns, 
Forms 941, 941E, 942 and 943. The 
advance payments will reduce the 
amount of tax an employer must 
deposit, or pay, for other employment 
tax liabilities. Employers must show 
total advance EIC payments made dur- 
ing the year on the employee’s Form 
W-2. 

Employers must notify employees 
who are not having income tax with- 
held that they may be eligible for a tax 
refund because of the EIC. This is 
because the BIC that exceeds an 
employee’s tax liability is refunded. 
Employers may use the statement on 
the back of Form W-2 for this purpose.

800-829-3676) and order Publication 15 
(Circular E) or 596, Earned Income 
Credit. 


Mixing business with pleasure 


Entertaining prospects and associ- 
ates as part of your business is a long 
accepted practice. But claiming those 
expenses as legitimate tax deductions 
requires some knowledge of the tax 
laws. 

Expenses for business entertain- 
ment are deductible as a business 
expense, subject to certain limita- 
tions, only if they are ordinary and 
necessary, according to the tax rules, 
“Ordinary” expenses are those that 
are generally accepted in your partic- 
ular line of business. “Necessary” 
refers to expenses that are helpful and 
appropriate to your business. 


The entertainment expense you 
want to deduct must be directly relat- 
ed to or associated with your busi- 
ness. This means that you should 
have more than a general expectation 
that the entertainment will result in 
making money or getting more busi- 
ness. You must either conduct or dis-

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Money laundering is dirty business 


Any way you look at it, the United 
States loses when money is “laun- 


dered.” Money laundering involves 
concealing funds, or their nature or 


illegal source, so that they will appear 


legitimate if discovered. 

Most often, people think of crime or 
drug “lords” laundering money so it 
cannot be traced to their crimes. How- 
ever, even money earned in otherwise 
legitimate activities can be laundered 
to hide its existence and thereby go 
unreported. 


Congress has passed a number of 


laws to help combat this problem. 
Laws such as the 1970 Bank Secrecy 
Act, the Deficit Reduction Act of 1984 
and the 1988 Drug Bill form the basis 
of programs designed to expose money 
laundering. 

Financial institutions as well as 
casinos have for many years filed cur- 


Q & A: Tax 


Many people get nervous when they 
open an envelope from the Internal 
Revenue Service and find that their 
tax return has been scheduled for 
examination. The following questions 
and answers may help the audit go a 
little smoother. 

Q: I received a letter in the mail 
telling me my federal tax return was 
selected to be examined. What should I 
do? 

A: The first thing you should do is 
read the letter carefully. The letter will 
tell you the time, date and place sched- 
uled for the examination. It will also 
explain what parts of the return will be 
examined, or audited, and the type of 
records you will need to submit. 

Q: How can I prepare for this audit? 

A: Assemble any records suggested 
in the letter, plus any other evidence to 
support the income, deductions, 
adjustments and credits that will be 
examined. Check to see if there are any 
missing records that you will need to 
find before your audit. 

Q: Can I bring someone with me to 
the audit? 

A: You may bring with you an attor- 
ney, certified public accountant, 
enrolled agent, the individual who 
signed your return as preparer or any- 
one who is knowledgeable about your 


rency transaction reports (CTR) with 
the Internal Revenue Service. Any oth- 
er business, not covered by the CTR fil- 
ing requirements, must file Form 8300, 


“Report of Cash Payments Over 


$10,000 Received in a Trade or Busi- 
ness.” 

Cash payments of over $10,000 may 
be received in the course of any busi- 
ness, not just by high price businesses 
such as auto dealers, antique or art 
dealers, jewelers, law firms or real 
estate or insurance agencies. Business 
es may also receive lesser payments 
that, when added to other cash pay- 
ments made by or for a specific cus- 
tomer, add up to more than $10,000. 

The law requires these businesses 
to file Form 8300 with the Internal Rev- 
enue Service within 15 days of receipt 
of the payment or payments that total 
over $10,000. 


Form 8300 may also be filed volun- 


tarily if a business owner feels a cash. 


payment of less than $10,000 is suspi- 
cious. 

Businesses are also required to give 
written statements to those named on 
any Forms 8300 filed. The statement 
must give the name and address of the 
business and the total amount being 
reported. Also it must state that the 
information is being reported to the 
IRS. The statement must be sent to the 
buyer by January 31 after the year in 
which the cash requiring the report 
was received.

Tax savings for seniors, disabled 


If you are an older or disabled 
American, a tax credit may reduce the 
taxes you owe. 


The “credit for the elderly or the 
disabled” is based on your income, fil- 
ing status, and age. Generally, the 
credit is not available if your income 
level requires you to report any part of 
your social security or tier 1 railroad 
retirement benefits as taxable income. 


You may qualify to take the credit 
for 1991 if you are a U.S, citizen or resi- 
dent, and 

* You are 65 or older by the end of 


the tax year, 

or 

* You are under 65 at the end of the 
tax year, and 

a) you retired on permanent and 
total disability, 

b) you did not reach mandatory 
retirement age before 1991, and 

c) you received taxable disability 
benefits in 1991, 

IRS Publication 524, Credit for the 
Elderly or the Disabled, Schedule R 
(Form 1040) and Schedule 3 (Form 
1040A) all explain the credit, qualifica- 
tions, and how to figure your credit. 
Order them by calling 1-800-829-3676.

One of your most 
effective tools in an audit is communi- 
cation. 

Q: What options do I have if we can- 
not agree on the results of the audit? 

A: Your first step is to request an 
interview with the auditor’s supervi- 
sor. Many audit conflicts are resolved 
at this level. If you still cannot agree, 
the auditor or supervisor will explain 
your appeal rights. For additional 
information, call 1-800-829-3676 ta 
request free IRS Publication 556, 
Kxamination of Returns, Appeal 
Rights, and Claims for Refund. 


Tax package for seniors 


A tax package was designed just for 
older taxpayers by the Internal Rev- 
enue Service. 

This package, for Form 1040A filers, 
includes: Form 1040A; Schedule 1, for 
reporting over $400 of interest or divi- 
dends; and Schedule 3, developed espe- 
cially for computing the Credit for the 
Klderly or the Disabled. Lines for IRA 
distributions, pensions and annuities, 
social security benefits, estimated tax 
payments and estimated tax penalties 
are included on Form 1040A. 

Seniors can look for their 1040A 
packages to arrive in the mail at tax 
time, or may call the IRS at 1-800-829- 
8676 to order any of the above forms. 


Use new form 
to claim home 
business expenses 


Beginning with 1991 tax returns, 
self-employed individuals who want 
to claim expenses for business use of 
their homes must use new Form 
8829, “Expenses for Business Use of 
Your Home,” to claim the deduction, 
The new form will go with Schedule 
C, “Profit or Loss From Business.” 

As a general rule, those who are 
self-employed may deduct business 
expenses that apply to part of their 
home only if that part is used regu- 
larly and exclusively for business 
purposes. Day-care providers may 
also qualify to claim a deduction for 
business use of the home, even 
though the business use is often not 
exclusive, 

Form 8829 is divided into four sec: 
tions. All filers use Part One to deter- 
mine the percentage of the home 
used for business. Part Two is used 
to list most business expenses and 
compute the allowable deduction, 
Part Three is used to calculate the 
appropriate depreciation, and Part 
Four is used to calculate any quali- 
fied carryover of unallowed expenses 
to the next tax year. 

After computing allowable expens- 
es for business use of the home on 
Form 8829, transfer the amount to 
Schedule C. This deduction is still 
part of the calculation of net income 
from self-employment.

You cannot deduct the cost of enter- 
tainment for your spouse or a family 
member unless his or her presence 
plays a central role in the business 
meeting. In such cases, his or her 
expenses are “associated” with the 
meeting. 

Remember, for tax purposes, not all 
business expenses are equal. General- 
ly, only 80 percent of the cost of meals 
and entertainment, including taxes 
and tips, may be deducted:as a busi- 
ness expense. But transportation 
expenses to and from deductible meals 
and entertainment are not limited to 
80 percent.

Financial records may 
be needed for students’ aid 


Waiting until the last minute to 
apply for college tuition aid may 
prove to be quite stressful, particular- 
ly when needed financial information 
is nowhere to be found. 

At the school you attend or plan to 
attend, the financial aid office can tell 
you what is needed to process your 
application for tuition assistance. 
Generally, you will be asked to pro- 
vide the school with either: 

- A copy of your (or your parents’) 
federal income tax return, or; 

- Tax account information from the 
Internal Revenue Service (IRS), which 
lists adjusted gross income and tax- 
able income, taxes paid, and other 
necessary information, for you (or 
your parents), 

For a copy of your tax return, or 
your parents’ return, call the IRS at 1 


800-829-3676, and ask them to send you 
Form 4506, “Request for Copy of Tax 
Form.” This form should be complet- 
ed and mailed, with $4.25 enclosed, to 
the IRS address where the tax return 
was orginally filed. The IRS will send 
a copy of the return to you, your par- 
ents, or to your school (whichever you 
or your parents indicate on Form 
4506), within 6-8 weeks, 

In about 15 days, you or your par- 
ents can get tax account information 
for free instead. Be sure the financial 
aid office will accept this information 


instead of a copy of the tax return. 


Call the IRS at 1-800-829-1040 and 
give them the social security num- 
ber(s), name(s), current address and 
address on the return, and which year 
needed.
